The government under HH the 
Amir, Sheikh Jaber A1 Ahmed AJ Sabah, still has to appoint 25 
members to the interim National Council. 

The Interior Ministry announced that 38,683 Kuwaiti nationals cast 
their votes in the 25 constituencies. .

Mitiistry, the figure constitutes 62.26 per cent of the total number of 
registered voters of 62, 1 23-strong. 


The only issue in the campaign was the form of the future legislative 
system, since this is’what the interim council has been charged with 
defining. 

The candidates for the new body were drawn overwhelmingly from 
pro-government tribes in areas outside the capital. 

The list included young university students and some lawyers and 
businessmen with no previous political involvement. 

Seven deputies of the dissolved parliament were re-elected, including 
Jasser Saad A1 Jasser.

PLO condemns

US disappointed, demands specific mention of PLF 


BAGHDAD, June 11, (Agencies): The Palestine Liberation 
Organisation today issued a veiled condemnation of an abortive 
commando raid on an Israeli beach, in a bid to salvage its 18- 
month-old dialogue with the United States. 

The PLO also denounced the proposed new Israeli govern- 
ment headed by Yitzhak Shamir as a “war cabinet" chat would 
escalate repression of Palestinians.

tative Hakam Balaoui, the Palestinian news agency Wafa reported in a 
dispatch lelefaxed to the Associated Press in Cyprus.

“We’re pleased to see that they 
are denouncing military action 
against civilians but we arc disap- 
pointed that they have not 
explicitly condemned the Tel 
Aviv raid and refrained from any 
public commenton Abu Abbas.” 

The PLO statement today 
said: “We also condemn the 
Israeli crimes and massacres 
against our workers and children 
that increase day by day.” 

The announcement came after 
Sweden moved to prevent a pos- 
sible break in the talks between 
the United States and the PLO, 
Arab diplomatic sources said in 
Baghdad. 

In Cairo, sources close to the 
PLO confirmed that the 
statement was issued in a bid to 
mollify the United States and 
continue the dialogue. 

Swedish Foreign Minister 
Sten Andersson sent an envoy, 
Mathias Moss berg, to Baghdad 
at tbe weekend with a message to 
Arafat. 

Mossberg met with Arafat 
three times since he arrived 
Saturday. Andersson helped 
initiate the US-PLO dialogue in 
December 1988. 

The Arab diplomatic sources, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said Sweden had 
been trying to convince the PLO 
to respond to a US demand that 
the PLO condemn tbe foiled raid.

Dhaka bids to restore reserved parliamentary seats for women 


DHAKA, June ii, (Reuter): Bangladesh 
plans to restore 30 seals in parliament 
exclusively for women, a constitutional 
privilege that lapsed three years ago. 


Law Minister Habibul Islam Bhuiya, 
introducing a constitutional amendment bill 
in parliament yesterday, said the restoration 


of the reserved seats would allow the coun- 
try's women to bolster their political role. 

The bill, known as the constitution (tenth 
amendment) act, says there shall be reserved 
30 seats exclusively for women who shall be 
elected by an electoral college consisting of 
300 elected members of parliament. The 30 
seats will be in addition to those filled in a 


general election. 

Bhuiya said women politicians in Ban- 
gladesh had enjoyed this privilege for IS 
years. But the constitutional provision allow- 
ing such privilege had lapsed in 1987. 


He said the reserved seal privilege under the 
new amendment would last for 10 years.

Tamil separatist rebels kilted 18 
soldiers and attacked two police 
stations in eastern Sri Lanka 
today as fears grew that a civil 
war between minority Tamils 
and security forces might erupt 
again.

It was his portrait of her 
that was sent to Hollywood for 
talent searchers looking for an 
actress to play Scarlett CrHara in 
“Gone with the Wind.” She got 
the role. 

McBean saw Audrey Hepburn 


in a chorus line and after he used 
her for a beauty advertisement 
she was invited to Hollywood. 
He Look the picture of the Beatles 
leaning over a stair-rail for the 
1963 sleeve of their long playing 
record, "Please Please Me.” 

McBean, a cheerful, bearded 
man, emulated surrealisticartists 
in the 1930s with avant-garde 
photographs showing actresses 
in extraordinary poses, like 
Flora Robson as a classical bust 
in a desert. ___ 

He was the official photogra- 
pher for the Old Vic, Sadler’s 
wells and the Shakespeare 
Memorial Theatre at Stratford- 
on-Avon. 

With photography only 
relatively recently given weight 
by museums, no British institu- 
tion in 1974, when McBean wan- 
ted to divest himself of his glass 
plate negatives, was interested. 
So he sold several tons of them, 
covering 700 stage productions 
over 30 years, to the Harvard 
Theatre collection in Cambridge.

Korean grocer struggles in US 


NEW YORK, June 11, (Reuter): “You’ve heard 
about the American dream, right? that's why 1 came 
here, " says Jang Bong- Jae, owner of a grocery store 
in the black flat bush neighbourhood of Brooklyn. 

Jang draws his index finger across his throat. 

“Now, that's finished." 

Jang’s store has for nearly five months been the 
target of a boycott marked by confusion over how it 
started and heated up by racial tensions in New 
York city. 

Jang is one of hundreds of thousands of Korean 
immigrants to the United States living in big urban 
centres like Los Angeles. Washington, Chicago and 
New Y ork. and his case reflects the frictions faced by 
his community as it gets larger and more successful. 

The boycouers, who believe Jang and his 
employees beat up a black woman after accusing her 
of shoplifting on January 18, exhort people to 
protest not just the attack but the dominance of 
successful Korean businesses in poor black neigh- 
bourhoods. 

“The real question for black folks to consider in 
the 1 990s is, who is going to control the economic life 
of the black community?" reads a pamphlet dis- 
tributed in the area. 


Jang contends the Haitian woman was scratched 
in a scuffle after refusing to pay what she owed. The 
truth may never be known as she dropped ihe 
charges, but the boycott continues. 

“Mr Jang is a pawn in a very big game," said Jim 
Martin of the Congress of Racial Equality, which 
opposes the boycott. 

But Jang himself, a native of Seoul who came to 
the United Slates in 1983, has gone from confusion 
to almost eerie good humour about the boycott, 
which has reduced the number ofhis daily customers 
from over 1,000 lo an average of about 40. 

“I get phone callers at home saying, ‘You're going 
to die,' and 1 answer them, 'Sure, let’s go together,' ” 
Jang, 35, said in his spotless back storeroom, ignor- 
ing the jeers coming from behind a police barrier at 
the front of the store. 

The anger directed at Jang has roots in the image 
of Koreans as rapacious businessmen who dis- 
criminate against blacks and are concerned only for 
their own, contributing nothing to the poor com- 
munities they take money from. 

Jang, who plans to apply for US citizenship, said 
he andhis Korean friends just want Lo work for the 
good life tike everybody else.

hold talks 

BOGOTA, June 1 1, (Agencies): 
The Colombian government, 
which earlier this year negotiated 
the disarming of the leftwing M- 
19 guerrilla group, has taken an 
important step toward peace 
with another rebel force. 

After three days of talks with 
government officials in Colom- 
bia's northern jungle last week, 
guerrillas of the Maoist People's 
Liberation Army agreed to free 
all prisoners held in the northern 

E rovince of Cordoba and to 
egin detailed talks with the 
government on ending their 23- 
year-old insurgency. 

A joint rebel -government 
statement published on Saturday 
said the two sides had also agreed 
on zones into which the guerrillas 
could move to avoid clashes with 
the army while talks were under- 
way. 

The Liberal El EspecLador 
newspaper yesterday described 
the agreement as “the first big 
step on the long road which — 
both sides permitting — will end 
in the demobilisation of the 
subversive group and the 
achievement of another goal in 
the twisting road to peace." 

President Virgitio Barco's 
government has given high 
priority to seeking peace with 
rebel groups in an effort to stem 
violence by guerrillas, right-wing 
groups and drug-tra flickers 
which killed more than 14,000 
Colombians last year. 

President-elect Cesar Gavin a, 
who lakes office in August, has 
said he will continue peace 
efforts. 

Colombia's most famous 
guerrilla group, M-1 9, which laid 
down its arms last March after 
receiving government amnesty, 
became a peaceful political 
party. 

But shortly after that, its char- 
ismatic leader Carlos Pizarro 
was assassinated. 

The party nevertheless went 
on to win 12 per cent of the vote in 
May 27 presidential elections, 
the best showing ever by a leftist 
group in Colombia. 

Three of Colombia’s five 
remaining rebel groups have 
shown interest in joining the 
peace process. But the two other 
major rebel groups — the 
Colombian Revolutionary 
Armed Forces and the National 
Liberation Army — appear com- 
mitted to fighting on. 

Three policemen were killed in 
Colombia’s cocaine capital, 
Medellin, and a leading news- 
paper said yesterday that hun- 
dreds of officers had tried to 
resign to escape a vendetta 
against them by powerful drug 
barons. 

Police said gunmen shot dead 
three young police officers in 
three attacks in Medellin on 
Saturday bringing the number of 
officers killed in the city, 250 km 
( 1 60 mites) northwest of Bogota, 
to 102 so far this year.

President Carlos Menem, who

Novelist concedes defeat: wishes adversary success 


LIMA, June 1 1. (AP): Alberto Fujimori, a political newcomer and the 
son of Japanese immigrants, easily defeated novelist Mario Vargas 
Llosa in a presidential runoff and promised to improve the economy of 
his bankrupt nation. 

Vargas Llosa quickly conceded defeat in yesterday's race. Exit polls 
by independent pollsters showed him losing by 13 to 19 percentage 
points. He wishes Fujimori success in trying to turn the country around 
and fight drug trafficking and a decade-old leftist rebel insurgency. 

Fujimori, a 51 -year-old agricultural engineer and former university 
rector, ran on a shoestring campaign budget as an independent against 
the centre-right Vargas Llosa. backed by the well-heeled Democratic

“Our government does not take special 
measures on the grounds that a Japanese 
descendant has won (the presidential elec- 
tion),” Ishihara said. 

Japan celebrated his victory as the first 
time a son of A Japanese immigrant has been 
elected president of a nation.

Endara, 54, weds law student, 23 


PANAMA CITY. June 11. (Reuter): Gillenno 
Endara. the 54-year-old president of Panama, 
married a 23-year-old law student yesterday in a 
modest Roman Catholic ceremony amid heavy 
security . 

“It is a very happy moment,” Endara said as 
hundreds of people cheered him and his bride. Ana 
Mae Diaz, outside the colonial-era metropolitan 
cathedral. 

Endara. an afTable. portly widower whose first 
wife d ied a yea r ago. met Diaz while staging a hunger 
strike last September to protest the rule of General 
Manuel Noriega. 

Noriega was deposed in the December US 
invasion that brought Endara to power. 

Security was heavy inside the cathedral and out- 
side in the park, where hundreds stood under 
umbrellas in sometimes torrential downpours, for a 
glimpse of the couple. 

After the 90-minute ceremony, Endara and his 
bride walked around the plaza in front of the cath- 


edral in a crush of guards to greet ecstatic well- 
wishers before heading two blocks west to the 1 9th- 
century presidential palace of Panama Bay for a 
reception. 

There, the couple, accompanied by family mem- 
bers and friends, appeared on a balcony. The bride 
tossed her wedding bouquet into a crowd of several 
hundred people shoutings, “Endara, wc arc with 
you." „ . 

Endara broke with Panamanian tradition in 
marrying Diaz, who comes from a more modest 
background than he and whose father is of Chinese 
descent. 

The Roman Catholic ceremony and mass was 
attended by some 200 invited guests, including 
diplomats, friends and government officials, as well 
as several hundred citizens who waited up to two 

hours for a seat inside. 

The ceremony passed without incident despite 
threats of disruption from people who lost their 
homes during the US invasion.

(Reuter): Is there 
too much complacency about the possibility of 
earth being struck by a giant asteroid like the 
one blamed for snuffing out the dinosaurs 65 
million years ago? 

US Vice-President Dan Quayie. chairman of 
the National Space Council, and some astron- 
omers arc worried that there is. 

If the past is truly a prologue to the future, 
they say, an asteroid could come hurtling down 
at any moment, at any point on the globe. 

If it were big enough and landed dose enough 
to a large city, it could kill millions of people on 
contact and send up clouds of dust that could

Newcomer to fiction 


Wesley tops best-seller list 


TOTNES. England, June 11. (AP): Mary 
Wesley's mailbox is frequently filled with let- 
ters from frustrated would-be novelists. 

“i get letters from people who say they've 
always wanted to write a book and they want to 
know how 1 did it.” she says. 

At 77. Wesley is a newcomer to fiction. She 
published the first of her seven novels when she 
was 70. HeT latest, "A Sensible Life,” topped 
the British best-seller list its first week of 
publication, and will be published in the United 
Stales this summer. 

The diminutive author, dressed in navy blue 
sweatshirt, light blue jeans and pearl earrings, 
had been writing for 40 years and tearing up I he 
pages, except for two children’s books. She only 
started writing sen ously after her husband of 25 
years, journalist Eric Siepraann, died in 1970. 

“My husband used to tell me 1 could write 
but 1 thought it was just because he loved me,” 
she said in an interview at her timbered 
Elizabethan house in southwest England. “I 
was unhappy, very poor. Writing purged 
myself of the destructive desperation/' 

She describes writing as “a compulsion... it's 
companionship, but it's not always enjoyable. 
It can be painful and frustrating like a dog 
digging at a rabbit hole, when the rabbit is long 
gone/’ 

A friend persuaded her to find a publisher for 
her first novel, “Jumping the queue,” a black 
comedy about a middle-aged widow on the 
brink of suicide. It got enthusiastic reviews and 
sold respectably. 

“A Sensible Life” traces the life ofFlora, who 
achieves her childhood ambition of loving three 
men she meets as a girl. Abandoned by her self- 
absorbed parents. Flora matures into a tough, 
confident and attractive woman and even- 


tually. in middle age, she settles down with one 
of the three men. 

Wesley captures the flavour of blacked-out 
wartime London, boozy weekends at country 
houses, a lonely child's desperation. Her des- 
cription of Flora's feverish cold makes the 
reader sniffle. 

The book includes the ingredients Wesley 
fans have come to expect. A carefully drawn 
wartime setting, upper-class English charac- 
ters, jaunty dialogue and racy scenes. 

"People go'oii about sex in my books because 
I'm so old.” Wesley Slid. "When I was 30 I 
thought that I wouldn't have sex when I was 40, 
and when 1 was 40 1 thought I'd stop at 50 and 
so on, but sex goes on no matter how old you 
are." 

Her plots can be complicated, but her style is 
simple and unadorned — an attribute she says 
comes from her frugality with paper in less 
prosperous limes. “1 hate overwriting. The 
expense of foolscap helped my writing. It made 
me more concise,” she said. 

The author denies her vivid characters are 
modeled on herself. But gutsy women from 
privileged backgrounds, unafraid to defy con- 
vention, are consistent with Wesley’s persona. 

Wesley, tike Flora and Helena, dared to 
breach accepted behaviour and was divorced, 
as one ofhercharacters would say, “when it was 
simply not done.” 

After the divorce, many suuors were interes- 
ted. but it was Siepmann who spotted her in the 
Ritz Hotel and gave her unbroken happiness. 
Wesley still feels the loss. She often catches 
herself making a mental note to tell Eric some- 
thing amusing she has heard.

(AP): Eight more butchered 
bodies were found in this terror- 
filled dty today as government 
ministers and religious leaders 
departed to meet rebel leaders for 
peace talks in neighbouring » 
Sierra Leone. 

The head of the Liberian 
government delegation expres- 
sed optimism about peace prosp- 
ects but ruled out President 
Samuel Doe's resignation. 


Baptist Church officials said 
the bodies were identified as

Richard and seven of his 
relatives, all descendants of the 
freed American slaves who foun- 
ded this West African nation. 

“It is absolutely appalling, 
absolutely appalling. These are 
things that the government 
obviously is appalled by,” Justice 
Minister Jenkins Scott told the 
Associated Press. 

He spoke before he boarded a 
chartered flight with two other 
cabinet ministers and senate 
president Tambakai Jangabar to 
attend peace talks scheduled to 
take place at the US embassy in 
Freetown, Sierra Leone. 

The rebels trying to oust the 
government of President Samuel 
Doe control most of Liberia, a 
country of 2.5 million people. 
The 5-1 /2-mo nth -old civil war 
has left more than 1,000 dead. 

About 100 Christians stopped 
traffic in the capital's downtown 
Ashmun Street with a peace 
march today. 

Afraid 

“We could have been 3,000 or 
4,000. but people are afraid for 
their lives,” the Rev. David Dan- 
iels of the African Methodist 
Evangelical Church told demon- 
strators. He is chairman of a new 
organisation called Christians 
United for Peace. 

“God does not like it when a 
man's head is cut off. We all want 
to take up in the morning not 
afraid our necks will be chopped 
off,” Daniels said in an appeal 
for an end to tribal killings. 

“God does not like these kill- 
ings, whether they are of Gios, 
Krahns, Mandingos, Manos, 
Congos or whatever,” he said. 

He spokeas people gathered at 
the Providence Baptist Church, 
President Samuel Doe’s place of 
worship, to pray for peace and 
success at the talks to negotiate a 
ceasefire. 

Government soldiers and 
rebels continued to battle at the 
US-managed Firestone rubber 
plantation 35 miles (56 kms) 
from Monrovia, despite the 
announcement of peace talks. 

People who fled the fighting to 
the capital said there was heavy 
fighting in the rubber planta- 
tion's Harbel Company town 
and around Robertsfield Inter- 
national Airport. Robertsfield, 
the main international airport, 
has been closed since last Mon- 
day when airlines stopped flying 
there as rebels advanced. 


However, Scott said in an 
interview today that a Ghana 
Airways flight sent to evacuate 
some 380 Ghanaians on Sunday 
landed at Robertsfield, 

"They phoned me from the 
airport and had to take off and 
come to Spriggs Payne (airfield 
in the dty) because there were no 
ground staff to help them," Scott 
said.

Protest in Kwangju 


Kim for peaceful reunification 


SEOUL, June II, (AP): Hundreds of radical 
students, shouting “Yankee go home." dashed with 
police today in Kwangju to protest the reopening of 
a US cultural centre that has been repeatedly 
attacked, news reports said. 

About 500 students hurled rocks and firebombs 
at riot police as they tried to march into the streets of 
the southern city after an anti-US rally on the 

Students had vowed to do try 
to block the reopening of the US 
cultural centre in Kwangju, the 
site of the bloody suppression of 
a 1980 pro-democracy uprising 
against the military government 
of the time. 

Anti- US sentiment is par- 
ticularly strong in Kwangju. 

People claim Washington con- 
doned the use of lethal force 
against the 1980 demonstrators. 

About 200 civilians were killed in 
the crackdown and at least 1,700 
injured. 

The US embassy in Seoul 
closed the cultural centre about a 
year ago to protect staff mem- 
bers. The building had been the 
target of 29 attacks over 10 years 
by protesters hurling rocks and 
firebombs. 

US officials decided to reopen 
the centre in a new building less 
than a mile (kilometre) away 
from the original site that they 
say is easier to defend. 

In a brief ribbon-cutting 
ceremony today, US Ambas- 
sador Donald Gregg said the 
United States had erred by 
remaining silent for nine years 
about the Kwangju uprising. He 
reiterated that Washington was 
not involved in the suppression 
of the uprising. 

Police in Kwangju were placed 
on alen for Gregg's visit after 
radical student leaders said they 
had formed "death squads” to 
kidnap the US ambassador and 
block the reopening of the ccn trc. 

About 1,000 riot police guar- 
ded the centre during the 


campus of Cfaosun University, the Yonhap news 
agency said. 

About 800 riot police blocked the university's 
main gate and fired tear-gas barrages each time the 
demonstrators charged out of the campus, it said. 

There were no immediate reports of injuries or 
arrests in the two-hour clash in Kwangju, about 250 
kms ( 155 miles) south of Seoul.

NAIROBI, June M„ (Reuter): 
Fanners in Africa could feed 
millions more people if they took 
better care of their land, the UN 
Food and Agriculture Organisa- 
tion (FAO) said today. 

But poor fanners needed to see 
immediate rewards in higher 
yields or less work before They 
could be persuaded to adopt new 
and environment-friendly cul- 
tivation methods, it said. 

"There are already successful 
examples of this approach,” the 
FAO said in a report published to 
coincide with a conference on 
food and agriculture in Morocco 


this week.

Free elections in Czechoslovakia 
and Bulgaria over the past week 
mark the end of the “bast Bloc," 
allov. mg each of its former mem- 
bers to adopt its own profile on 
the world stage. 

The two countries were the last 
of the six non-Soviet Waraaw 
Pact states to vote in competitive 
polls in the past year after more 
than four decades of total control 
by communist parlies which 
brooked no opposition. 

In Poland, East Germany, 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia 
the communists have been ous- 
ted from power, or reduced to a 
minority role in government. 

The Balkan end of the bloc has 
not entirely rejected the com- 
munist legacy. In Romania, 
many leadingfigures in the ruling 
National Salvation Front are 
former communists, while in 
Bulgaria, where election results 
are still coining in, the ex-com- 
munist Socialist Party may 
actually win. 

One thing is certain: the idea of 
Eastern Europe as a grey group 
of barely distinguishable coun- 
tries run by carbon copies of the 
Soviet Communist Party and 
voting together in support or 
Soviet rather than national 
interests, has gone for good. 

Moscow made clear last year it 
no longer wanted this type of 
relationship with its allies and 
would not intervene to keep 
brother communist parties in 
pwoer.

Many complained that they were being 
moved from one wasteland to another, he 
said. Foreign residents living near Yin- 
chuan said that some were unwilling to 
move because they were more heavily sub- 
sidised in their old villages. 

One third of Ningxia’s 4.5 million peo- 
ple are Hui Muslims, many of whose 
forebears were Persian and Arab mer- 


chants. 

Officials described the earlier arrivals as 
a success story. 

Here are four or five years, they have 
matiftgpd through stubborn resistance to 
plant wheat where once there was nothing 
but sand. 

They put in irrigation networks, divert- 
ing water from the Yellow River, and 
planted trees to hold back the soil. The 
result is a remarkable tableau of green 
interspersed with thedesert which waits to 
encroach. 

The worst-off pioneers tend to be the 
ones who arrived most recently, officials 
said. 


New premier soon 

Calfa likely to get job 


PRAGUE. June 1 1. (AP): President Vaclav Havel 
will appoint a new premier within days, and proba- 
bly will give the job to the incumbent, former com- 
munist Marian Calfa. Havel's spokesman said 
today. 

The movements that led the revolution against 
communism — Havel’s Civic Forum and its sister 
group public against violence — won a resounding 
victory on Friday and -Saturday in the first free 
elections in 44 years.

China changing 

Liu longs for home 


NEW YORK, June 1 1 , (AP): Liu Binyan, one of China’s most famous 
writers, wants toend his exile. He sayschangeiscomingin his homeland, 
and he wants to see it. . 

But Liu says hell go back only if he’s assured be won't be arrested. 
That assurance, he speculates, could take two years. 

Liu, who was expelled from the Chinese Communist Party in 1 987. has 
been a visiting scholar in the United Stales since Match 1988. In China. 
Liu’s name is virtually a household word because of his exposes of 
corruption and his tales of people who risked retaliation to expose it. 
Those articles earned Liu the nickname “Liu Qingdao,” Bao Qingtian. 
who was legendary for his fights against injustice during the Sung 
dynasty that ended in the 1 3th century. 

Now 65, Liu says he longs for a chance to go back to China. He and his 
wife. Zbu Hong, say they miss their two children and two grandsons in 
Beijing. 

But they also miss China itself. Liu writes in his autobiography. "A 
Higher Kind of Loyally,” that he is “Chinese to the marrow of my 
bones," and that the United States for him is an “alien land.” 

“This is a very important time in China,” Liu said in an interview. “1 
want to go back and experience everything myself, even if 1 can’t write 
about iu” 

A tail man with greying hair, Liu is sofispoken and q trick to smile, and 
eager to talk about what he sees as China's strengths and weaknesses. 
Zbu, whom Liu has called his “guardian angel" because of her steadfast- 
ness through hardships in their four decades of marriage, sat beside Liu 
during the interview, offering her own assessments. Fluent in English, 
she accompanies her husband on his talks and interviews as a translator. 

Liu has spent tbe last year lecturing ar some 40US universities and 
writing his autobiography, which has just been published in English. Tbe 
title, "A Higher Kind of Loyalty,” refers to his idea that a loyal citizen 
should expose corruption for the good of the Communist Parly and the 
county. This kind of loyahy, he explains, is higher than the kind that 
submits to party discipline when initiative and criticism are needed 

Liu started writing about corruption in the 1 950s while be was a young 
Communist Party member and newspaper reporter. 

In his articles, Liu wrote in his book, be “tried to prove that those who 
were criticising social evi Vs were not hostile lo the party or the society , but 
were mo rivaled by a deep love of both.” 

Nevertheless, Liu was attacked in tbe anti-rightist campaign of 1 957- 
58, expelled Grom the party and sent to do manual labour in the 
countryside on and off for 1 3 years. He also did menial work in Beijing, 
including carrying human waste to a farm for fertilizer. 

Self-taught in Russian and Japanese, Liu took what time he could to 
read Tolstoy and other authors in Russian and to pore over an English- 
/apanese dictionary. But in his autobiography he also tells of separation 
from his family ana being so weakened by hunger that he was reduced to 
stealing unripened tomatoes. 

Tbe party cleared Liu’s name in 1979, and he rejoined. Healso went to 
work as a reporter for the party's newspaper, the People’s Daily, 
travelling around the country and writing about cases of corruption once 
again after 22 years. 

“For 22 years 1 was labelled a ‘rightist.’ Compared to those who were 
hounded to death, were sentenced to long jail terms, or saw their families 
broken up, I was lucky." he wrote in his autobtograpJ.v “The greatest 
damage done to me was the loss of 22 years oi' my life, and the 
psychological scar left by prolonged bumiliation.” 

In 1987 Liu was accused of supporting “bourgeois liberalisation.” or 
Western ideas, following student demonstrations in the winter of 1986- 
87. The party expelled him again. 

In 1988, he managed to leave China to become a visiting scholar in the 
United States. He has been at the University of California at Los Angeles, 
Harvard University and Trinity College in Hartford, Connecticut.

Burma: 
no sign 
of junta 
leaving 

BANGKOK. June 1 1, (Reuter): 
There are no signs of talks on a 
transfer of power to the main 
Burmese opposition party, 
which the country’s military 
government has officially 
declared the winner of a majority 
in Parliament in May 27 general 
elections. 

Diplomats in Rangoon said 
today there had been no signs of 
talks on ending 28 years of 
military control. 

The slate-run media at the 
weekend that, with results still 
incomplete, the National League 
for Democracy' had won 251 
seats, ensuring it a majority in the 
492 -seal Parliament. 

The diplomats, contacted by 
telephone from Bangkok, said 
the Democracy League had won 
its 251 even though fewer than 
300 results had been officially 
announced so far. Unofficial 
estimates had the League win- 
ning more than 400 seats, they 
said. 

The other officially announ- 
ced seats were shared among 
smaller parties, including the 
National Unity Party, the 
political successor to the Burma 
Socialist Programme Party, 
which held a monopoly of power 
for a quarter century following a 
1962 military takeover. 

Euphoria 

“It’s rather a quiet euphoria in 
the streets. The impression from 
the Store ( the ruling state law and 
order restoration council) is that 
nothing has happened at all. The 
papers are still reporting them 
inspecting construction sites, 
which is exactly what they were 
doing before," a diplomat said. 

Diplomats said there bad been 
no sign of any contact between . 
the two so far, including on the 
crucial issue of the release of 
political detainees. 

The League's secretary-gen- 
eral Aung San Suu Kyi, the driv- 
ing figure in the party and the 
heroine of tbe streets in the 19S8 
pro-democracy uprising, has 
been under house arrest for 
nearly a year and many League 
members are in jail. 

Complaints 

The military council has 
announced that people may file 
complaints about election mis- 
conduct to the director-general 
of the Supreme Court, diplomats 
said. 

Student leaders today called 
for the newly elected parliament 
to take power from the military 
this month now that the opposi- 
tion election victory is official.

BELGRADE, June 11, (Reuter): Opposi- 
tion leaders in Yugoslavia's biggest 
republic, Serbia, announced plans today for 
a mass rally to press for free elections follow- 
ing the collapse of talks with communist 
leaden.

Word of ‘decolonisation’ spreads 

Central Asian Muslims reviving tradition 


TASHKENT, USSR, June ! 1, (AP): A murderous land 
dispute among ethnic cousins in Central Aria has shaken 
loose a wore that generations of Soviet leaders have 
rejected out of hand; decolonisation. 

Since the 1920s, when Stalin redrew border# and 
declared Muslims, freed of backwardness, Moscow has 
unridered the five central Asian republics as much a pan 
of the union as mother Russia. 

It was heresy to eaQ them colonies — and outright 
blasphemy to suggest that they might leave the union. 

But now, encouraged by new freedoms, Asians are 
returning to their mosques, reviving long dormant tradi- 
tions, and in their own languages, speaking of themselves 
as colonised people. 

More and more, the question is arising whether a Soviet 
Union fraught with crises elsewhere can satisfy, and 
pacify, an increasingly restive region where a slight spark 
ingnites explosion.

Kurdish rebels kill 26 villagers in deadly attack 
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ANKARA, June 11. (Reuter): Rebel Kurds 
launched their most deadly attack for two 
years last night, killing at least 26 civilians in a 
remote village in southeastern Turkey. 

The raid on Cevrimli village, 50 km (30 
miles) north or the Iraqi and Synan borders, 
showed the Marxist Kurdish Workers Party 
(PKK) was stilla potent forcedespite renewed 
government efforts to stamp out a six-year- 
old insurgency. 

The semi-official Anatolian news agency 
said today at least 20 civilians, including 


women and children, were killed by separatist 
rebels. 

Local sources in the regional city of Diyar- 
bakir said the toil could reach 26 and that 
village guards, later joined by troops, killed 
one guerrilla in surrounding scrub-land. 

Reports of the massacre were scant but the 
sources said rebels were believed to have set 
fire to four houses, charring some bodies 
inside, before fleeing. 

It was the PKK’s biggest operation since 25 
villagers were killed in nearby Mardin 


province in May 1988 and suggested that the 
rebels may be reverting to more attacks on 
civilians after targeting Turkish troops. 

The attack brought to at least 38 the num- 
ber of people, including rebels, killed in south- 
eastern areas near the Iranian, Iraqi and 
Syrian frontiers this month. 

In May, 97 deaths were reported, believed 
to be a record for any month since the insur- 
gency for an independent homeland started.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, June I i. (Reuler): 
Israeli Deputy Foreign Minister Benjamin Netan- 
yahu, in an apparent slip of the tongue, said today he 
had met PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat, prompting 
hasty denials from his office. 

"Addressing Jewish- American youths, Netanyahu 
made the reference to Arafat in a tirade against Arab 
tactics to combat Soviet Jewish immigration to 
Israel. 

“They cooked up a lie, a big tie," he said. "Believe 
me I have experience with the big lies. 1 met Arafat in 
Geneva the other week. They use lies, they coin lies 
— no problem." 


A Foreign Ministry spokesman denied that 
Netanyahu had met Arafat when both men addres- 
sed a special UN Security Council session in Geneva 
on May 25 which debated a flare-up of violence in 
the Israeli-occupied territories. 

He could not immediately explain Netanyahu's 
remark bul said: "It would be impossible for official 
members of this govemmen 1 1 o meet wi t h t he P LO." 

Israeli law bans contact with the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation, considered a terrorist movement 
bent on destroying Israel. 

The Israeli delegation to the UN boycotted 
Arafat's address to the Secrity Council.

But he added that all 
Ethiopians had the right to travel 
and the government could not 
prevent someone going simply 
because he was a Falasha.

Surgeons fed up 

Vision of hell in Beirut 


BEIRUT, June 1 1, (Reuter): With blood up to 
their elbows and shells smashing into their 
hospitals, Beirut's surgeons toil in a vision of 
hell to save victims of the fighting. 

Experts at keeping their emotions in check, 
they reveal the hard-won lessons of their calling 
during a lull in their work. 

“I’ve been operating since I joined an army 
hospital in 1 973 but I'm never depressed," said 
Dr Mitri Barbour, 60, a surgeon at the shell- 
damaged Hayek Hospital in Christian east 
Beirut. 

“Yon know what happens to a surgeon in 
this war? You just get fed up seeing young 
people dead. Y ou get angry, not depressed." He 
paused, staring at his hands. “I’m sick of seeing 
people dead." 

For the last four months hospitals in east 
Beirut have been flooded with cases of shell, 
rocket, mortar and’ bullet wounds from the 
worst inter-Christian war in Leban on’ shi story. ; 

More than L080 people have becnJdtiecfand • 
3,1 50 woimdta in east Beirut since Jan 31. Most 
surgeons said the fighting, injuries and operat- 
ing conditions were the worst they had seen. 

They said three factors determined whether a 
casualty lived or died — the type of injury, the 
speed at which he or she readied hospital and 
the availability of blood. 

The number of casualties was larger than 
before and wounds more serious because bat- 
tles erupted without warning in crowded urban 
areas from which there was no escape. 

The Lebanese Forces (LF) militia and troops 
under General Michel Aoun have sliced up east 
Beirut with frontlines. Some hospitals were 
isolated in battle zones, others like Hayek were 


lef l a few blocks behind the lines and a few were 
fairly safe. 

Another doctor at Hayek, which has received 
some 700 wounded since January, described a 
typical day when he operated for up to 20 hours 
at a stretch while shells exploded nearby. 

“We hear fighting starts so we rush to the 
hospital. And then people come in and throw 
wounded at us, "said the surgeon, who declined 
to be identified. 

“Sometimes we have no beds so they stay on 
the floor. If shells land near the hospital we 
work in the basement. 

“The soldiers and Red Cross workers bring- 
ing in the casualties say “do what you can* and 
then leave to fetch more.” 

He said the most harrowing problem was the 
large number of injured and shortage of doc- 
tors, who constantly had to decide who to treat 
quickly and who had to wait. ^ . 

: About’Tialf the wounded taken to hospital 
• required surgery. • 

Surgeons at Hayek often had to use local 
rather than general anaesthetic during opera- 
tions in the basement bomb shelter or when the 
oxygen tanks were nearly depleted. 

But death rates among those wounded in 
Beirut during the 15-year civil war remain 
relatively low compared to such conflicts as 
Korea and Vietnam. 

With many neighbourhood hospitals, 
casualties arrive within 20 minutes and sur- 
geons often know the wounded. 

Only 25 of the 700 casualties taken to Hayek 
died. Sacre-Coeur Hospital treated some 600 
people, three of whom could not be saved.

Ruling party wins 
Tunis local polls 

Opposition boycotts 


TUNIS, June 1 1, (AP): The rul- 
ing Constitutional Democratic 
Rally Party won all but 34 of 
3,774 seats in municipal councils 
in nationwide elections boycot- 
ted by opposition parties, the 
government said today. 

Because only a few indepen- 
dent candidates challenged the 
ruling party in Sunday’s elec- 
tions, abstention was the only 
way for most of the 1.7 million 
voters to express discontent with 
President Zine AI Abidine Ben 
Ali’s government. 

No official voter turnout 
figurehad been released butT un- 
man newspapers said about 85 
per cent of voters cast ballots. 
The turnout reportedly was 
higher in rural areas and lower in 
Tunis, the capital 

Independent candidates 
ignoring the boycott were listed 
on ballots in only 19 of 246 mun- 
icipal councils. 

According to preliminary 
results issued by the Interior 


Ministry, independents won 34 
seats, including 12 in Monastir, 
birthplace of deposed former 
president Habib Bourguiba. 

Two Tunis newspapers repor- 
ted today that independent can- 
didates had accused supporters 
of the ruling party of various 
electoral abuses in some regions. 

The election boycott was 
endorsed by officially recognised 
left- and right-wing secular par- 
ties and by an officially unrecog- 
nised Islamic fundamentalist 
group. An Nahda. 

The balloting marked the 
second time the voters of the 
north African country of 12 
million people were ostensibly 
posed with a free choice. 

In legislative elections in 1988, 
the ruling party won every seat in 
the National Assembly. Opposi- 
tion parties later accused the 
party of having abused its con- 
trol of state funds, transport and 
mass media. 


Minister 
rules out 
new coup 
in Kabul 


KABUL, June 11. (Reuter): 
Afghan Defence Minister 
Mohammad As l am Watanjar 
ruled out today the possibility of 
a fresh coup attempt against 
President Najibullah. 

Sitting in his office at the 
Defence Ministry, from where 
his predecessor Shahnawaz 
Tanai launched an abortive coup 
last M a rch, Watanjar said he had 
shifted military commanders to 
prevent against another army 
rebellion. 

“I do not see any possibility of 
a new coup attempt happening,” 
the four-star general told 
Reuters in an interview. He 
declined to give further details. 

As he spoke, workmen were 
busy repairing the ministry buil- 
ding, a former palace, to clear the 
last traces of the failed March 
putsch. 

The army uprising came sligh- 
tly more than one year after 
Soviet troops withdrew, leaving 
the Kabul government to fight 
alone against US-backed 
Muslim fighters (mujahedeen). 

The Defence Ministry build- 
ing in south Kabul was heavily 
damaged by government air and 
artillery strikes that forced Tanai 
and his close aides to flee. 

Watanjar, like Tanai, has links 
with the Khalq faction of the" 
ruling People's Democratic 
Party of Afghanistan (PDPA). 
He remained loyal lo Najibullah 
during the coup. 

The PDPA has been riven for 
years by factional infighting bet- 
ween Najibullah’s Parcham 
group and the hardline Khalqis 
who dominate the Afghan officer 
corps. 

The morale of the Afghan 
military was high, Watanjar said. 
“A spilt does not exist in our 
armed forces.”

UAE bans British beef 


ABU DHABI, June 1 1. (Kuna): United Arab 
Emirates today decided to stop importing Brit- 
ish beef and five cattle that contain marrow 
proteins, it was officially announced here. 

The secretariat-general for UAE mun- 
icipalities decided also to preserve all beef 
imported form the United Kingdom and 
already in UAE markets until further notice. 

The secretary-general of U AE municipalities 
Jiissem Darwish said the decision was token by 


a special committee formed to study inter- 
national reports on “mad cow” disease or 
bovine spongiform encephalopathy (BSC) 
which had killed 14,000 cattle in Britain. 

The UAE official added that the committee 
also studied the reasons that made France, 
West Germany, Sweden, Australia, New 
Zealand, United States, Soviet Union, Japan, 
Brazil, Morocco, Saudi Arabia and Qatar as 
well as others to impose a ban on British beef.

Gulf arms purchases 
remain high: McDonnell 

ABU DHABI, June 1 1, (AP): The Middle East is the only region in Lhe 
world where the import of arms remains high despite a world-wide drop 
in such purchases, a senior official of the US military industry said 
today. 

John F. McDonnell, chairman and chief executive officer of McDon- 
nell Douglas, the major American manufacturers of military and 
civilian aircraft, made the statement to reporters at the end of a Middle- 
East tour. 

“McDonnell Douglas plans to refurbish its image in the Gulf and 
Middle East, and compete effectively for a good slice of the aircraft 
market from now on, he said at the end of a visit to Saudi Arabia, 
Bahrain, Kuwait, and the United Arab Emirates. 

McDonnell said the American corporation will deliver 12 F-1S 
“Eagle” fighter jels to Saudi Arabia in tne next two years, and that 62 of 
these aircraft already are in the kingdom as pan of its plan to boost its 
air defence capabilities. 

Kuwait has ordered 40 F-18 “Hornet" multi-role tactical aircraft 
which will start arriving there next year, he said. 

Conceding that his corporation has not been active in the civilian 
airline market, McDonnell said: “For many years now. McDonnell 
Douglas has been a force to reckon with in the Gulf region only for its 
defence aircraft, with Saudi Arabia and Kuwait being major buyers.” 

He added: "We want to change all that and become actively involved 
in marketing our aircraft.” 

He -said the corporation's civilian aircraft MD-1 1 has tremendous 
potential in the Gulf market. 

The potential changes in the Soviet Union, Eastern Europe and 
China would bring about a boom in tourism and business travel, he 
said. 

While in Bahrain, headquarters of the regional Gulf Air airliner, 
McDonnell reportedly proposed a billion-dollar deal for the sale ofl2 
long-haul aircraft over the next five to six years.

“Citizens have ignored the 
opposition,” said Abdul Aziz Al 
Masaed, owner of Al Rai Al Aam 
daily. 

“The electors responded 
positively to the Amiri decree on 
the establishment of a National 
Council,” he said. “They (the 
people) proved to be in favour of 
the country's interests, showing 
that they have rejected any inter- 
ference in its affairs internally 
and externally.” 

To many observers, results of 
the National Council elections 
came as a surprise, particularly 
regarding the calibre of those 
who mustered the most votes and 
won the elections. 

The tents pitched by can- 
didates under the scorching heat 
of over 45 degrees Celsius and 
sheep and camels slaughtered to 
feed hundreds of supporters had 
given Arab and foreign 
diplomats and journalists the 
mistaken impression that those 
candidates could hardly be 
educated let alone having 
political awareness.

Pretoria scraps emergency 


“ Ntuli's murder clearly indicated that restriction orders imposed 
under emergency rule contributed not only to repression but also to 
the death of individuals,” said the Human Rights Commission, 
which monitors and investigates the condition of political prison- 
ers. 

Emergency regulations were imposed in 1986 to crush a nation- 
wide uprising against white minority rule. They gave police and 
soldiers wide powers of search and arrest. 


Under the emergency, EUeck Nchabeleng. an activist from a 
remote eastern part of Transvaal province, spent up to five hours 
travelling about 108 m (70 miles) a day to report to the nearest police 
station. 

The trip cost him 300 rand ($120) a month and was so time- 
consuming he could not hold a job. 


Escaped 

In 1988 Murphy Morobe and three other prominent black 
activists escaped from hospital where they were being treated for 
the effects of solitary confinement, and sought refuge in the United 
States consulate in Johannesburg. 

Pretoria was so embarrassed by their action it promised not to re- 
arrest them or ban them if they left the consulate voluntarily. They 
agreed. 


. The origins of. the emergency can.be traced back to a 1983 
referendum vote by whites in favour of a new constitution allowing 
other races into the whites-only Parliament. 

The coloured (people ofmixed race)and ethnic Indian minorities

^ Disobedience 

The emergency provoked detainees' hunger strikes, a cavil dis- 
obedience campaign and worsened foreign relations leading to 
tougher trade sanctions against Pretoria. 


Lifting the emergency became one of the main conditions set by 
Nelson Mandela's African National Congress <ANQ for entering 
into full political negotiations with the government. 

Psychologists say detainees who went on hunger strike to win 
their freedom did not respond to treatment. Anxiety and involun- 
tary re-experiencing of trauma persisted after release. 


“Release from detention did not mean that the trauma was over. 
The ex-detainee did not feel safe or secure,” said a psychologist, 
who declined to be identified. 

“The person was back to his pre-detention environment where he 
was confronted with the constant threat of re-arrest and re-deten- 
tion," he said. 


Analysts said the crackdown won the government only a shor- 
tlived respite from black opposition. 

Activists adjusted to the new rules. According to Morobe, a 
leader of the ANC-allied United Democratic Front, much was 
accomplished underground. Activists worked in a quieter way and 
with less bravado, he said in an interview. 


“The state of emergency may have removed the black leadership 
and cnmmahsed peaceful protest, but it did not dissolve the 
bedrock (of black opposition)." he said. 

“In reality the detention of recognised leaders only added to 
popular gneva nces."

Warm US reception for Gorby to power 


Spectre of law 
will still haunt 


WASHINGTON; If one can draw any conclusions 
from the extraordinary warm and enthusiastic 


reception Mikhail Gorbachev enjoyed wherever he 
went was that the perception of the Soviet threat 


JOHANNESBURG, (Reuter): Before he was detained without 
trial under South Africa's sweeping emergency laws, Chris Ntuli 
never lived at home for fear of being killed by his political oppon- 
ents. 

Alter he was released, the government imposed a dusk to dawn 
curfew for him and decreed that he should report twice a day to a 
police station. He became an easy prey for his enemies. 

One day last year as he returned to his home in Natal province's 
Edendale township from reporting to police, he was hacked to 
death. 


Before the burial, Ntuli’s family had to tell police the date, time, 
number of mourners and the proposed route of the funeral proces- 
sion. 

Funeral 

No more than 200 people were allowed to attend his funeral, and 
the police had to authorise the mourners by issuing them with 
stamped tickets. 

Although four years of emergency rule were lifted last week — 
everywhere except in strife-torn Natal — in the latest of a string of 
reforms by President F.W. de Klerk, political analysts and anti- 
apartheid activists believe it has left a dual legacy of black political 
militancy and traumatised former detainees. 


went was that the perception of the Soviet threat 
among Americans has changed. If one can draw any 
conclusions from the way President Bush treated his 
Soviet guest, it was that he wanted to strengthen him 
to be able to better withstand the tough times be is up 
against in hisown country. Also, it became dear that 
neither side has yet a dear virion of the Europe of the 
future and that their respective visions for the future 
are incompatible. 

Gorbachev argued in bis speech at Stanford 
University that there are no winners of the cold war. 
Nevertheless, it is a fact that the West has achieved 
its objective. It is also clear that, although Europe is 
still divided, the dividing line has been moved from 
the centre of Germany to the border between Poland 
and the Soviet Union. What is not dear is whether 
the Soviet opposition to a United Germany in Nato 
is tactical, dictated by Gorbachev's own weakness as 
a leader, or whether the Soviets will gradually give in 
to the inevitable. The only way the Soviets can 
impede a united Germany in Nato is by keeping 
Soviet troops in East Germany and that will become 
more difficult psychologically and finally as time 
passes. 

Safety Belt 

Perhaps the best way to construct a new political 
frame work for Europe will be, as Henry Kissinger 
has proposed, to create a neutral safety belt consist- 
ing of Poland. Czechoslovakia, Hungary and 
Y ugoslavia between the Soviet Union and the rest of 
Europe, that however, would preserve a continued 
divirion of Europe which does not appeal to Gorba- 



& 
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chev. He wants the Soviet Union to become part of a 
new united Europe, he does not want it to be frozen 
out of Europe. He believes, quite correctly, that 
unless the Soviet Union is accepted as a full member 
of the new Europe, it will not get the kind of new 
1 trading relationship, the kind foreign investment 
and technology it needs to become economically 
viable. 

That is also why Gorbachev was so anxious to get 
the trade agreement and Most Favoured Nation 
treatment on the record also why be met with so 
many American businessmen and bankers. That is 
why he warned those who remain on the sidelines 
that they would miss a crucial opportunity to get a 
foothold in the Soviet market, an opportunity that 
may not come again. It was a good try on his part to 
press American investors to put money into the 
Soviet Union. But as long as the Soviet economy 
remain out of control he will find that an implied 
threat will not be convincing enough. He tried 
another implied threat when he told the Israeli 
government that be would halt Jewish emigration if 
Soviet Jews would be settled in the West bank and 
Gaza.

The outcome of the 'Washington summit failed to • 
resolve the all-important question of the role of a 
united Germany in the future of Europe, but it 
strengthened respect for Gorbachev as a man and 
leader. He is a man one can argue with, as Qne 
official put it to me, who did argue with him in the 
talks here, he also described him as a warm-hearted 
human being, able and direct, full of vitality and 
easy to make contact with. 

Gorbachev's aim for perestroika, as it is now 
perceived here, is to convert the Soviet Union into a 
Western type of economy with Soviet imprints, to 
create amultipariy stroctupe mjhe.Soviet Union, to, 
promote a ncw deal between the c*ntnti~govcniment "! 
and the republics, predicted on a system of an 
expanded federation, not a confederation, to usher 
in a relatively free economy and to celebrate for the 
second lime the death of Mark and Marxism. It will 
be closer to the system that exists in France under 
Mitterrand or in Spain under Gonzalez rather than 
tothc American free market which is by no means so 

With various members of the Soviet Union 
demanding or seeking independence the question is 
being asked inside and outside the Bush administra- 
tion whether it is in the interest of the United States 
to preserve the Soviet Union's unity or whether it 
would be politically more desirable to see it break 
up. 

The view of the US government is that it would be 
preferable to preserve die unity of the Soviet Union 
but without the inclusion of the three Baltic states 
which have already opted for independence and 
whose occupation by the Soviet Union Washington 
never recognised. This is also the view ofamajority 
of Americans. The dissenters are right-wing con- 
servatives and radical Democrats. The first want to 
see the destruction of the Soviet Union because they 
consider it a menace, perestroika and glasoost not 
withstanding, and the left because it puts great 
emphasis on self-determination for nations and 
races. 

The reason the US government favours the 


The issue of governmental aid did not come up, 
even though some Soviet officials hoped it would. 
The trouble is that any US aid would only be a drop 
in the bucket and wasted as longas the economy is in 


a mess. Furthermore, the president would get 
crucified in Congress and by the news media if he 
gave aid to the Soviet Union at a time he is reducing 
subsidies to school lunches, medical aid for the poor 
or refusing to fund improvements for the American 
road system — to mention only one of the major 
domestic problems. He can give aid to Poland or 
East Germany which were occupied, but not to the 
Soviet Union. 

Soviet reporters did not only behave like 
Americans when they asked their leader some 
tough, even embarrassing questions. Gorbachev 
made no attempt to hide his surprise when he was 
asked about Yeltsin, his new and first serious 


opponent. But they were also amazingly direct a n d 
outspoken in private conversation. Most of them. 


though believe that once. Yeltsin will be forced to 
come forward with his own detailed policies, his 
weaknesses will beftome obvious to everybody. 

Yeltsin's bolder jump into prominence may well 
have helped Gorbachev in Washington. Some of the 
concessions offered by Bush may not have hap- 
pened had there been no Yeltsin threat. American 
officials not only have a low opinion of Yeltsin's 
mental balance, but they are particularly disturbed 
by his fervent nationalism, his unpredictability and 


public attention as time passes. The trouble is that 
Gorbachev has the power within the hierarchy, bat 
not with the public. 

Half in earnest, half jokingly, the same high Soviet 
official said to me, as we were speculating about the 
uncertainties of the Soviet Union's leadership 
problems; “That's the trouble with democracy, you 
can't be sure what will happen in the end.

National integration 


SIR: The emergence of the MQM in Pakistan as 
a powerful minority group, strongly politicalised 
and sophisticated in organisation, has dismayed 
many in various Pakistani circles. The ever- 
present apologists of political stability and those 
terminally infected by the neurosis of fear and 
disintegration argue that the presence of the 
MQM in the political scene of the country is 
likely to further escalate the process of destabil- 
isation. 

The underlying premise of the advocates of 
this perspective is to hold on to the prevailing 
socio-eco-pol-cultural status-quo to attain 
relative stability. They see social and political 
intra-society conflict as counter-productive, 
oozing out of the ill-will and bad intentions of a 
specific group or groups, and they insist (hat 
strong emotional involvement with the idea of 
Pakistan is the only reasonable and possible 
prescription out of this recent impasse. 

Sociologists and anthropologists who have 
been studying intra-sodetal conflict contend 
that internal social conflict in a nation is likely to 
increase when the integrating mechanisms 
( process of integration ) of a society break down. 

In Pakistan, the emergence of MQM is simply 
a part of the political process that has gripped the 
nation given the absence of the integrating 
mechanisms and this reflects a fundamental 
drawback in the political system. 

The recent polarisation of political issues bet- 
ween the MQM and several other political 
groups in the country is indicative of the void 
that has existed for a considerable length of lime 
in charting humane problems in the fast moving 
industrial development of a country. National 
economic planning cannot be geared to provid- 
ing job opportunities only; in a diverse society 
like Pakistan, a major effort has to be directed at 
socio-psych o-tinguistic humane management 
strategies. 


What has happened in factis that overa period 
of 40 years the humane management strategies 
have been completely ignored; instead, succes- 
sive administrations have been covertly involved 
in considerable strategic manipulation of ethnic 
and social unrest, and have pitched the intra- 
sodetal conflict against their adversaries and 
vice versa. Consequently, various groups in the 
country have been defining their own conscious- 
ness of group interests and values with con- 
siderable political clout and success; they have 
been establishing their self-identity by directing 
hostility outward. In this respect, iheoutbreak of 
violence is not a recent phenomenon in Pakistan; 
internal social conflict has been rampant in this 
country. The secession of East Pakistan and the 
accompanied violence can be understood within 
the broader conceptual framework of this 
notion. 

Another fundamental factor that cannot be 
ignored and must be taken into consideration is 
dial as a sodety moves from okl institutional 
infrastructures to new evolving political systems, 
it becomes an imperative requirement for the 
system’s maturation to alter the existing power 
relationships between the various stratus of the 
society. In Pakistan before independence, the 
British administration had absolute control on 
decision-making. In the post-independence era, 
Pakistani bureaucracy has shared national 
decision-making with feudal elites (they have 
remained powerful during military and non- 
military rule) and the ruling echelons of the 
army. The periodic shift in power-relations has 
been between the bureaucracy, feudals and the 
army generals. Consequently, power-relations 
at the various levels of the society have never 
tilted in favour of the masses and their represen- 
tative political groups. It would seem to be a 
reasonable assumption to make that with the 
advent of democracy in Pakistan, various 
political groups at different levels of society 
should attain a considerable input in the 
decision-making process and should acquire 


reasonable power to impact a change in the . 
power-relations structure of the Pakistani 
political edifice. To alter the existing political 
power-relations in Pakistan is a dire need; h can 
not be ascribed to an erroneous notion of a 
conspiracy theory against the state. Hie need for 
fundamental changes is power-relations is quite 
conspicuous now. 

The role of the MQM in the contemporary 
politiking in Pakistan must be understood in the 
coniexL of the processes which grip nations as 
they no through development and change. 
Indeed, itmust not be ignored that the MQM has 
elected status in the present political structure of 
Pakistan. Political, sentimental, strategic and 
social communication manipulation by the 
‘powers that be’ ts almost certainly assured and 
presupposed in the present state of conflict.

_ ncrable internally. And the

once they have returned -home, it would lie very 
difficult to bring them back to Europe, even in an 
emergency. And since the Soviet Union still has the 
largest land army, the greater number of nuclear 
weapons and relatively easy access to the 1 centre of 
Europe, the Nato governments wait a post-war 
settlement that allows some American troops — as 
hostages, as the phrase .used to be — to stay in 
Europe. By its military status the Soviet Union 
remams a superpower, but as an economic power it 
ha Third World country. . ... 

There was and is a lot of guessing about Gorba- 
chev’s future, as beadmitted himself with surprising 
candor at the press co n fere n ce with Bush. No doubt 
he was tbe man of the eighties, but it is doubtful that 
be will also become the man of the nineties.

What Pakistan needs how is the consolidation 
of the fragiledemocralic edifice, not by safeguar- 
ding the prevalent political-institutional status-

Rich nations’ Opec oil dependence continues to rise 


BASLE, June 11, (Kuna): The depen- 
dence of the industrial countries on oil 
supplies from the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (Opec) 
will continue to increase in the near 
future, according to medium-term 
forecast analysed in the annual report of 
the Bank for International Settlements 
(BIS). 

Released today, the report notes that 
net Opec oil exports increased from 17.4 
million barrels per day in 1988 to 19.5 
million barrels per day in 1989, which 
was about 40 per cent higher than in 
1985. 


Heavier reliance on Opec supplies has 
sen brought about by the lower oil 


been brought about by the lower oil 
prices prevailing in the second half of the . 
1980s. Not only has this, tended to 
increase demand, but it has also depres- 


sed the supply of oil from industrial 
countries, where, in general, production 
costs are much higher than in Opcccoun-

Overall, world oil consumption (out- 
side Eastern Europe) has grown by about 
three per cent annually since 1985, after 
contracting during the first half of the 
1980s. 

The ratio of oil consumption to GNP 
(Gross National Product) in the indus- 
trial countries as a whole, which fell by 
more than one-quarter in the first half of 
the decade, continued to decline last 


year, but much less than earlier in the 
decade. 

As modest economies in energy use 
have been offset by the strong expansion 
in activity, total oil consumption In the 
industrial countries has increased. 

Moreover, demand has been risen 
more rapidly in the d evelopi ngcaunlrics, 
largely because of urbanisation and 
industrialisation, notably in South-East 
Asia. 

At the same time, oil production in 
industrial countries has been flat or fall- 
ing in recent years, the BIS report points 
out. fN 1989, there was a decline of about 
four percent. The largest absolute con- 
traction was in the United States. 

Because lower oil prices have sharply 
reduced energy exploration and develop- 
ment expenditure, US oil production has 
declined each year since 1985, causing a 
cumulative decline by 1989of 15 percent. 

The consequence of this, together with 
increased energy consumption, was that 
the volume ofL/S oil imports in 1 989 was 
more than 50 per cent higher than in 
1985. 

In addition, accident-reiated produc- 
tion difficulties further depressed indus- 
trial countries' output last year. 

The changing balance between oil 
demand and supply in the industrial 
countries contributed to a rise of around 
20 per cent in the annual average price of 


oil last year. 

Nevertheless, supply uncertainties 
haw made oil prices volatile and highly 
sensitive to short-term demand fluctua- 
tions. the BIS report contends. 


Firstly, the combined production of 
Iran and Iraq — both with strong pent- 


up demand for foreign currency — over- 
took that of Saudi Arabia in 1989. 

Secondly, oil production in the Soviet 
Union has recently declined and there is 
considerable uncertainty about future 


supply. 

The world oil prices were particularly 
unstable in the first few months of 1 990, 
the report added. 

In its section on world trade, the BIS 
report notes that higher oil prices led to a 
deterioration in the industrial countries' 
terms ortrade with the developing world. 

Excluding energy, the prices of indus- 
trial raw materials, which had risen shar- 
ply in 1988 and early 1989, fell back 
during much of last year — year-on-year 
there was little change. 

Moreover, the countries depending 
mainly on fuel exports recorded a very 
sizeable improvement in their current- 
accornu position, which almost com- 
pletely reversed the deterioration 
experienced in 1988. 

The improvement in this group 
actually more than fully accounted for 
the current-account improvement of all 


developing countries combined, as those 
dependent on exports of non-fuel com- 
modities and manufactured good saw 
their current-account deficit, which had' 
stabilised the year before, widen by $9 
billion in 1989. 

Favourable external conditions all- 
owed the fuel-exporting countries to 
increase iheir trade surplus by nearly S20 
billion to $50 billion last year. 

in the non-fuel exporting developing 
countries the aggregate trade deficit grew 
by $6 billion to nearly S27 billion in 1989. 
TTiis result was primarily attributable to 
a small terms of trade deterioration for 
this group as a whole, with particularly 
large losses being incurred by producers 
of a number of commodities (notably, 
cofTee cocoa, nickel and copper). 

The prices of these commodities 
declined sharply because of over-supply 
on world markets (someLime due to the 
break-down of agreements on price sup- 
port measures). At the same time, 
volume developments did not fully com- 
pensate for the terms-of-trade deteriora- 
tion. 

fhe largest identified increases in 
deposits came from Saudi Arabia ($3.2 
billion), Kuwait (S2 billion). Iran (SI. 6 
billion), Nigeria ($1.2 billion) and Iraq 
($0.9 billion). 

Saudi Arabia was also the principal 


borrower, whereas the banks' identified 
claims on Venezuela and Nigeria 
declined by $1.7 billion and $1.6 billion 
respectively. 

In its section on international debt, the 
BIS report notes that despite renewed 
resolve to pursue stringent programme 
of structural adjustment, 1 989 was a ‘dis- 
appointing' year for the economies of 
countries faring external debt problems. 

In the 14 heavily indebted middle- 
income countries, the average economic 
growth — at one per cent — remained 
well below their rate of population 
increase. The centra {government budget 
deficits crept up to the highest levels seen 
since the outbreak of the debt crisis and 
absorbed more of the scare financial 
resources of private sector. 

Although world trade continued to 
expand at a rapid pace, the growth of 
these countries' exports slowed down to 
4.9 per cent in volume term, and despite 
some improvement in I he terms of trade, 
their aggregate current-account deficit 
rose by nearly $2 billion to S 1 3 billion. 

For the sub-Saharan African coun- 
tries, while managing to escape pronoun- 
ced acceleration of inflation and clear 
deterioration in central government fin- 
ances. GNP growth continued to fall 
short of population growth, producing 
another year of falling per capita 
incomes.

They also established a “committee of alter- 
nates", a group of experts from all 1 2 banks who will 
do the groundwork ahead of the governors' mon- 
thly meetings in BasJe. 

“The committee of governors is confident that 
these organisational changes will contribute to 
strengthening further central bank co-operation 
and monetary policy co-ordination,” the governors 
said in a communique. 

Poehl told reporters as he left the meeting that he 
was encouraged by the progress made. 

“This is a relatively strong nucleus of a European 
central bank system,” he said. “At least it's moving 
in that direction.” 

The 12 EEC leaders agreed last year to usher in 
phase one of economic and monetary union on July

AMMAN, June 11, (Reuter): Royal 
Jordanian (RJ) airline disclosed today 
it had lost 87.6 million dinars ($130 
million) in 1988, the biggest loss in its 
26-year history. 

Omar Zoqash, vice-president for fin- 
ance and investments, told the official 
news agency Petra that RJ had made a 
small profit of 3.4 million dinars ($2 
million) last year. 

He was quoting from RJ's still 
unpublished annual report for 1988 
ana 1989, a copy of which was obtained 
by Reuters. 

The government, legally liable for all 
RJ losses and guarantor of its loans, is 


studying the report. 

The report says publication of 1988 
results was delayed because of political 
and economic changes in Jordan, the 
drastic devaluation of the dinar and 
changes in RJ management. 

Former RJ chairman and chief 
executive officer Aii Ghandour resig- 
nedinAugust 1989 and was replaced by 
Kbaidoon Abu Hassan as chairman 
and Husam Abu Ghazaleh as chief 
executive officer. . 

Ghandour is King Hussein’s adviser 
on civil aviation and tourism. He has 
been abroad for at least four months 
and a source close to him said he did not 


plan to return soon. 

The new management brought RJ’s 
accounting practices into line with 
international standards and launched 
an austerity plan which included slash- 
ing the airline's route network. 

“Operating losses in 1987 and 1988 
were due primarily to a vast overstret- 
ched network with very low yields, 
especially on the looger-range USA 
and Far East routes," the report said . 

It said the dinar lost almost half its 
exchange value in tbe second half of 
1988, causing a book-keeping loss of 28 
min i nn dinar s ($45 million). This W3S 
included In the overall non-operating 


loss of 67.9 million dinars ($101 
million). 

The 1988 operating loss was 19.7 
million dinars ($29 million), but RJ 
showed a small operating profit of 2.2 
million dinars (53.3 million) last year: 

Tbe airline's auditors, Saba and 
Company, approved the financial 
statements for the two years, but said: 
“The corporation is suffering from a 
deficit in its working capital and needs 
to maintain adequate financing for its 
operations.” 

Zoqash said RJ had foreign loans of 
$183 million, inducting 12S million in 


long-term loans, and local obligations 
of 29 million dinars (543 million) at the 

end of May. , 

This does not include leasing arran- 
gements. Zoqash said RJ is paying S7.5 
million a month for Airbus and Tnstar 
aircraft which it will own when thelease 
ends, and almost $850,000 a month For 
aircraft on operation lease. 

He attributed RJ’s chronic cash 
deficit to its small paid-up capital of 2 1 
million dinars ($31 million), borrowing

“We are also seeking to establ- 
ish long-term relationships with 
major end-users such as petro- 
chemical companies, bunker 
suppliers, utilities and refin- 
eries,” he said. * 

Asia-Pacific countries are 
expected to remain the focus of 
oil demand growth into the 
1 990s, with growth rates of about 
3.5 per cent per year for Japan 


and five percent for tbe remain- 
ing countries expected over the 
next 10 years, Linjawi said. 

“South Korea, Taiwan, 
Thailand, the Philippines, India 
and Pakistan will probably show 
continued demand growth above 
the regional average.” 

Perceptions of rapid growth in 
oil consumption are leading to 
many new proposals for refinery 
expansions in the Asia-Pacific 
region, he said. 

“If all the planned and 
proposed additions are com- 
pleted, crude distillation 
capacity in the region will 
increase by some two million 
barrels per day (bpd) over the 
next 10 years,” Linjawi said. 

“However, regional demand is 
projected to rise by about five 
million bpd during the same 
period,” be said. “Even assum- 
ing unproved utilisation of exist- 
ing capacity, products imports 


from outside the region will have 
to increase.” 

The Middle East refiners will 
have a significant role to play in 
meeting global incremental 
demand, particularly in supply- 
ing Aria-Pacific markets, he said. 

The regional trend toward the 
lighter barrel will continue, Linj- 
awi said. Demand for tight and 
middle distillate products is 
expected to increase by three to 
five per cent per year, while fuel 
oil demand is expected to grown 
ax only one or twopercent. 

“The result win be that the 
incremental regional product 
demand over the next 10 years 
will be about 90 per cent light 


he said. 

Rising demand for the tighter 
end of the band will worsen the 
situation of fa tore tight refining 
capacity in the Asia-Pacific 
region. “New conversion 


capacity will be required to avoid- 
product imbalances,” Linjawi 
said.

Strategy aims at changing the structure of economy 

Fast reform urged in E. Europe 


BASLE, Switzerland, June 1 1, (Reuter): Eastern Europe 
must switch quickly to the. Tree market because a gradual 
change would entail considerable risks, the Bank for 
International Settlements (BIS) said today. 

The BIS said in its annual report that a step-by-step 
approach adjustment problems and action on all fronts 
was necessary to overcome bureaucratic inertia and resis- 
tance to reform. 

The bank's analysis adds to tbe growing weight of 
Western expert opinion in favour of Polish-style -shock 
treatment and rejects attempts to Gad a “third, way” way . 
between socialist central planning and free markets. . . 

“A strate^r aimed at gradually changing the structureof 
the economy — either by introducing only a limited 
number of liberalisation measures or by confuting the 
reform to certain sectors — could be fraught with con- 
siderable risks,” it said. 

“Past experience of reform programmes suggests that 
partial reforms are likely to meet With only partial success 
and that, in particular, attempts to introduce only some 
market dements will fall short of creating real markets.” 

The International Monetary Fund and the European 
Commission have both praised Poland's radical reform 
plan and concluded that the gradual approach to change 
stands less chance of working. 

The BIS, which acts as a central bank to tbe world's 
central banks, said the failure of centrally planned econ- 
omies to “deSver the goods” was a major reason for the 
dramatic changes that swept through Eastern Europe in 
1989. 

And it predicted the collapse of centrally planned 
regimes would influence Third World countries’^ which 
would be more likely to opt for market-based solutions to 
economic problems. 

“The manifest shortcomings of systems relying wholly 
on government directives cannot fail to influence policy 
choices in specific areas between market-oriented and 
interventionist approaches,” the BIS said. 

it said so far only Poland and Hungary had undertaken 
far-reaching reforms and werecleariy en route to a market 


economy. 

There had been encouraging signs of sueoess in Pobuxl 
but a sharp rise in unem ployment demonstrated the short- 
term cost. 

In Hungary, excessive wage demands, rising inflation 
and widening current account deficit pointed to the need 
for more restrictive income, monetary and fiscal pokeseg. 

In tbe Soviet Union, limited reform had only weakened 
tire effectiveness of the existing economic system without 
constituting a significant move td a market economy. 

The BlSsaid the inevitable shocks attached to reform 
' .woutiscem oii tbeTace of it to favour agradual approach. 

, But it said there were three good reasons for opting for the 
fast track; 

■ Price liberalisation, decentralisation of decision mak- 
ing, strict financial discipline and an indirect style of 
economic management had to go band in hand. 

■ Only if market forces were allowed to come into play 
quickly could bureaucratic inertia be overcome. 

■ Even limited steps towards liberalisation would 
immediately produce major adjustment problems and 
resistance to further change could jeopardise the whole 
reform process. 

The BIS said East European nations had to abandon 
controls- over prices, wages and interest rates, review 
ownership laws and eliminate restrictions on the private 
sector. Financial markets had to be set up along with a new 
legal framework to govern business and protect con- 
sumers, savers and workers. 

The West had to remove restrictions on tbe purchase of 
high-technology products and free up their m a r ke ts for 
imports from Eastern Europe; In addition, the West would 
have to provide financial support from both private and 
official channels. 

“The shift to new economic policy m echanis m s will be a 
very difficult task which will require enormous patience, 
good judgment, determination and perseverance from tbe 
new traders and those who put them in power,” the BIS 
said.

East Gemans throng banks 


EAST BERLIN. June II. (Reuter); East Germans are 
besieging banks in order to open special accounts that will 
allow them to convert a big chunk of their savings into 
West German marks after German monetary union next 
month. • 

Although the deadline for starting up the accounts is 
July 6. queues several hundred metres (yards) long and 
taking up to four hours to get to the service counter suggest 
many citizens are anxious to get the paperwork over as 
quickly as possible before life merger with Europe's most 
powerful economy. 

They will need the accounts to swap up to 6.000 East 
German marks per person (S3.550 at the inflated official 
rate) into West German marks at par from July 1. with the 
rest changed at a two-to-one rate. 

“Go to the back of the line,” a youth bellowed at an old 
man who had walked past a queue today with the mere aim 
of picking up an account application form. 

“A bird in the hand is worth two in the bush.” muttered 
one pensioner in the queue.

Iran plans 

to boost its 
currency 

NICOSIA, June 11, (Reuter); 
Iran unveiled a bold plan today 
to break the back of an unofficial 
foreign exchange market and 
halt the slide in the rial's value. 

Central Bank Governor 
Mohammad Hussein Adeli told 
Tehran radio restrictions on 
hard currency for both importers 
and exporters would be. aboli- 
shed as of Saturday. “ 

He said a new rate would be 
fixed that day for importers and 
exporters, eliminating the need 
for merchants to obtain hard 
currency on the tolerated unof- 
ficial market. 

He gave no indication wbat the 
rate would be. Last year Iran 
introduced a competitive rate of 
800 rials for someseiected impor- 
ters but this failed to kill off the 
free market. 

Moneychangers say any new 
rate would have to come close to 
the free-market level to have any 
lasting impact 

Adeli said the plan was aimed 
at boosting the value of the rial, 
pegged at 70 to the dollar since 
1954 but trading at around 1,400 
in the bazaars of Tehran. 

The rial, plagued by falling 
exports and the 1980-88 war with 
Iraq, has also nosedived against 
other major currencies. 

“By selling hard currency to 
these applicants, we will be able 
to do away with substantial 
demand for hard currency an the 
free market. Naturally we expect 
the scheme to have a positive 
effect on the rate.” Adeli told the 
radio. 

He said the new rate would 
boost exports by giving indus- 
trialists access to hard currency 
for raw materials and machinery. 

Iran used only 25 per cent of 
industrial capacity last year. 

Ali Pakpour. a London-based 
moneychanger who mainly 
swaps rials for dollars, said the 
scheme would help only if the 
government sold large sums of its 
precious hard currency to mer- 
chants. 

Moneychangers say up to $3 
million changes hands in Tehran 
bazaars daily, with most of the 
demand from businessmen 
starved for hard cash from 
official channels. 

The bank has in the past 
announced several measure to 
stop the rial decline. 


BASLE, Switzerland, June 1 1, (Reuter): 
The head of tbe Soviet State Bank said 
today several major Western nations had 
expressed readiness to provide financial 
help through “gold swaps” if Moscow 

faced a liquidity crisis. 

Gosbank chairman Viktor Gerash- 
chenko said he had secured an understand- 
ing from several Western central banks 
that it could raise cash in an emergency by 
pledging gold to be bought back at a later 

date. „ _ 

Gerashchenko, attending a nwrtmg or 
central bankers from East and West, also 
said he hoped the Soviet Union couldclear 
$2 billion of payments arrears to Western 
Anns in the third quarter of this year. 

“I am encouraged by the response and 


understanding of Western central bank- 
ers,” he said in an interview with a small 
group of reporters. 

The West has been unnerved by a sud- 
den deterioration of the Soviet economy 
this year and Western monetary officials 
saw Gerashchenko's visit to Basle as an 
attempt to restore the nation's creditwor- 
thiness and gain a financial safety net. 

Top officials from more than 80 central 
banks are attending the annual meeting of 
the Basle-based Bank for International 
Settlements (BIS), with talks dominated 
by the Soviet Union's payments problems 
and the opening up of the East bloc. 

Gerashchenko stressed that Gosbank 
was not at present seeking gold swaps with 
Western central banks but said that he bad 


secured a “stand-by understanding” from 
several that they would be prepared to 
enter into transactions. 

. He also did not rule out seeking a bridg- 
ing loan from Western central banks but 
again said Gosbank had no plans at 
present to raise such funds. 

“1 would not exdude the possibility of 
organising for future needs some sort of 
stand-by arrangement with the BIS, he 
said. “But I don’t think we shall be press- 
ing for such a facility.” . . 

lie Soviet Union has long carried out 
gold swaps in deals with Wesremcommer- 
dal banks conducted by the banks for 
foreign economic relations, Vneshekon- 
ombank. Its deputy chainnan,, Ed^d 
Gostev, told Frava recently they had 


totalled 50 to 1 50 tonnes. 

But Gerashchenko said swaps between 
Gosbank and Western central banks 
would be a new departure and could offer 
Moscow several financial advantage?.. 

The maturity of a swap, effectively tbe 
date at which Moscow would have to 
repurchase the gold, could be longer than 
in the commercial banking market It 
might also be easier to roll over the deal. 

The Soviet Union does not publish 
details of its gold production or reserves 
but Gerashchenko said he would back any 
move to be more open with statistics. 

Expectations that Moscow wasabout to 
step up gold swaps have contributed to a 
steep slide m the world price of the metal to 
about $355 an ounce. *

FIFTEEN years ago, tbe Middle 
East was a. remote region for 
ordinary Filipinos, except for a 
few Filipino Muslims who visited 
the Islamic holy lands in Makkah 
and Madinah. From 1975 to 
1988, more than three million 
overseas Filipino workers were 
employed in 127 countries, 
450,000 of them went to the Mid- 
dle East, out of which 38,800 
went to Kuwait The economic 
benefits reaped by these “unsung 
economic heroes" bad trickled 
down to benefit more than five 
million dependents.

In return, the Philippine 
government has launched a 
vigorous campaign to develop 
closer relations with our brothers 
in the Arab countries. Due to the 
exodus of Filipino overseas 
workers and the immense trade 
potentials in these countries, 
there is a plan to open new 
diplomatic missions in Oman, 
Qatar, and Bahrain. 

The Philippines' link to 
Kuwait has become very vital to 
the revival of the Philippine 
economy especially considering 
that Kuwait was the Philippines’ 
second largest oil supplier in 
1989, contributing nearly 14 per 
cent to the country's national oil 
import. 

Tbe Philippine Amanah Bank, 


which provides loans and credits 
for tbe support of tbe livelihood 
projects of the Muslims in South- 
ern Philippines, was revived 
mainly through the efforts and 
interest of M iadle East financiers 
who participated in this venture, 
notably amongst them. Sheikh 
Saleh Kamel of the Dallab 
Group of Companies in Jeddah 
and the Bank AI Baraqah of 
Amman.

Our import bill 
from Kuwait during the period 
exceeded USS 170 million while 
exports were only US$8.9 
million. We hope lo improve our 
trade balance with you in the 
future.

On this celebration of our 
independence, we look forward 
to a fruitful and longlasting 
relationship with onr friends, 
particularly in the trade and 
investment field.

THE Philippines, an archipelago 
of 7,107 islands, has a total land 
area slightly smaller than Japan 
and about the same size as Italy. 
Its climate is generally tropical 
with inter-changing wet and dry 
seasons. The Filipinos are of the 
MaJayo-Polynesiao stock much 
alike the Thais, Malays and 
Indonesians. 

Philippine history dates back 
as far as the 4th century. By that 
time, the Filipinos had been trad- 
ing various goods with the Chin- 
ese, In dians and the Arabs. As 
early as the fourteenth century, 
the Arabs have made their 
influence in the Philippines when 
Sulu, situated in the southern 
Philippines, embraced Islam. 
Today, Islam is the second lar- 
gest religion in the country. In 
1521, when Spain colonised the 
Philippines. Christianity was 
introduced. For over 350 years, 
Spain ruled the Philippines. Ins- 
pired by the great Dr Jose Rizal 
and other Filipino nationalists, 
the Filipinos revolted against 
Spain in 1898. Just when the 
Fuipinos were beginning to win

It was in the late ’70s that 
impoverished, jobless but highly 
qualified and multi-skilled 
Filipino workers turned to other 
countries for work. After the

Senna wins Canadian GP 


MONTREAL, June M, (Reuter): 
Ayrton Senna swept to a comfor- 
table win in his McLaren under 
difficult conditions at the Can- 
adian Grand Prix motor race yes- 
terday to record his 23rd career 
victory; 

The Brazilian was in complete 
coaxrof and was never seriously 
challenged as he maintained 
nearly a 30-second rap for most of 
the race to score his third win of 
the season and extend his drivers' 
championship lea Cover McLaren 
team- mate Gerhard Berger. 

Senna now has 31 points after 
five rounds to Berger’s 19. 

Berger ran a tremendous race 
and actually reached the 
chequered flag first, but a critical 
tactical error cost him dearly. 

The Austrian jumped the start 
and was assessed a one-minute 
penalty. He eventually posted the 
fourth best time and had to settle 
for three points after a blistering 
one minute 22.077 final lap — the 
fastest of the race — that enabled 
him to overtake Alain Prost who 
finished fifth ip his Ferrari.

53 boxers inducted 
into Hall of Fame 

CANASOTA, New York. June 11, lAP): The international 
boxing Hall of Fame inducted its inaugural class yesterday with 
the help of Muhammad Ali and a number of other living legends 
of the sport. 

Over 600 people assembled to witness the induction of 53 
charter members in four categories, including Ali. Joe Louis. 
Rocky Marciano and Sugar Ray Robinson. 

The 90-minute induction marked the first time an official 
ceremony has been held to enshrine boxers in a permanent Hall 
of Fame, according to executive director Edward Brophy. 

“Now fans have a place to go to see boxing's great champions 
remembered," said Brophy, adding that the museum's claim as 
“the" Hall of Fame now grows stronger. 

Inductee 

There are other boxing Halls of Fume, such as the one 
established by Ring magazine, but those are nothing more than 
“paper” halls, said” Hall Of Fame president Don Ackerman. 

la addition to plaques, each inductee wilt be immortalised with 
a plaster casting of his firsi. said Ackerman. 

Thirteen of the fifteen living members enshrined as charter 
members attended (he weekend-long activities, which included a 
professional light Friday featuring North American Boxing 
Federation super bantamweight champion Tracy Patterson and 
a parade of champions yesterday. 

“It’s a great feeling,” said ex-champion Bob Foster, who 
dominated the light heavyweight division between J968 and 
1 974. “You go through all those battles Torso many years. This is 
what it's for. A lot of fighters will never feel whaL I'm feeling 
today.” 

“I thought I'd be successful and dreamed f*d be a champion, 
but I never thought this would happen," said Archie Morre, who 
held the lightweight title for seven years until 1959. "This may 
seem trivial to a championship, but it's a great honour." 

The inductees were selected by a panel of 1 10 boxing historians 
and members of the Boxing Writers Association. Fighters must 
be retired from the ring for five years before becoming eligible. 

The first class contained so many members because "it’s 1990 
and we have nearly 100 years of boxing to catch up on.” said 
Brophy. Future annual inductions will be limited to no more 
than seven people. 

John L. Sullivan was 
among five inductees chosen 
in the pioneer category, which 
is made up of bare-knuckle 
boxers who fought before 
1892 when professional box- 
ing began under the Queens- 
bury Rules. 

A bell was rung for each of 
the deceased inductees as 
their names were announced. 

An old-timer category con- 
tained 21 fighters whose 
careers came between 1893 
and 1942, including Jack 
Dempsey, James J” Gen- 
tleman Jim” Corbett, Bob 
Fitzsimmons and Jack John- 
son. 

When Johnson, who 
became the first black heav- 
yweight champion in 1907 
and nelcWhe title until 1915, 
was described as the greatest 
heavyweight of all time, Afi 
perked up tn his seat. He
